The March 2, 2001 order is

not final for the purpose of taking an appeal and it does not

provide a jurisdictional basis for reviewing the pretrial rulings

purportedly preserved by conditional plea under HRPP Rule

11(a)(2).  See State v. Kealaiki, 95 Hawai�»i 309, 22 P.3d 588

(2001).  Accordingly,

lack of appellate jurisdiction.
